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All travel will be wrapped up in eight weeks or less after which 
I will return home for about two weeks of study and outlining for both 
book and film. I could conpress actual writing time to four months to 
have the manuscript caiplete by the end of 1991 • 

Only a few characters will anerge at the end of research around 
which the entire story will develop for both book and screenplay . If I 'm 
not given the authority for a screenplay (due to iry lack of credent ialed 
experience) y my urgent suggestion is to make sure a screenwriter is assigned 
to me for at least some of the travel and research. I think this story will 
be taut and dramatic and I want that control necessary for the film to insure 
its effectiveness. 

I understand from Danny Sheehan at the Christie Institute here in 
Washington, D.C. that Oliver Stone has expressed interest in the subject 
matter. Sheehan has defended publication of the Pentagon Papers, won the 
suit for the Karen Silkwood case and is today pursuing the La Penca lawsuit, 
now before the Uth Circuit Court of Appeals in Atlanta, exposing the Contra- 
Cocaine network of former intelligence officials , Cuban exiles and mercenaries 
Several tentacles of the octapus I’m working on coincide with the Christie 
Institute's investigation and lawsuit. I also understand that Bruce Springs'c-- 
Jackson Browne and Bonnie Raitt put on a concert for the Christie Institute ir. 
recent months. I bring these items up to let you know that I think there’s 
real interest in this investigative effort that coxild multiply in the months 
ahead.

The JaiUrTg of Danger 

It is a pale moon that illundnatas the oharacters in this story. 

With chords of fear and longing, it is a world of darkness and betrayal that 
everyone thinks they know but few have seen. Ihe real faces In this world are ai_ 
too huinan, however. Danger jyfen’s mind is as willful and fragmented as the scrip 
he lives and the land he travels. The background music no longer keeps a tune 
to the ceth of patriots but T.S. Eliot's Gercntion: ''Thinky'r.either fear nor 

courage saves us. Iteiatural vices/are fathered by our heroism. Virtues/are 

forced upon us by- our iicpudent crimes , ” 

These cidmes are the subject of this update and a briei capsule 
seems as hopeless as carving the B i l l of Ri^ts on the head of a secret ageat. 
For, like the enoKnous Danger Pfen himself, this stcry resists shrinkage. Its 

events are too current, its local color too feverish. 

..Eie sun Had burned away the morning fog when I arrived in Seattle 
on Easter Sunday, bound for Everett, some thirty miles away. I had ccme to 
visit and r*etrieve a tape recording from the intriguing Danger himselj. , 
i»3 year old Michael J. Riconosciuto , whom lawmen had deposited in the Snohonisn 

County Jail in Everett, Washington. 

The tape that Danger Man had rscorlei a month earlier, he alleged, 
was a direct threat from a former Justice Department ofxj.clal describi.g two — _ 
entanglements that were about to befall him if he cooperated with a mushroonirg 
Capitol wm inquiry. If this tape was retrievable, I knew this scandal was 

about to be publicly bom. 

It was durihg the last year that I began calling Michael Danger Ma.. 
During hours of telephone calls from him, he had told me in exotic detail of 
his participation in "an enterprise" that worked its way around, the world. 
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trading in dope, dirty money, weapons, biotoxlns and murder for the 
secrets of the tenple. I had been able to unearth some documentation and 
a number of other people who were willing to provide a rich array of detail 
regarding Danger Man, his former associates and of the underground empire 


he described. 

But now he had become a key witness in the eigjit year old legal 
battle between the Justice Department and Inslaw, a District of Columbia 
conputer company whose software tracking system called PRCMS has been used 
by law enforcement to track cases and criminals. "But it will track anything 
once its provided with the rules," Inslaw’s founder says. 

Inslaw charged, and two courts have agreed, that the software — se_ 
for $150,000 per user — had been stolen by a handfull of people in the Jus- 
Department in the course of a contract dispute. Now, Inslaw charges, the 
software has been distributed by profiteers to intelligence and military 
agencies in, among other countries, Iraq, Libya, South Korea, Israel and 
Canada- Inslaw's William Hamilton had ir-depende-ntly learned ftrcm a Canadiar 
official that PRCMIS was being used in 900 different locations in Canada. 

A little mors than a week before his arrest. Danger Man had filed ar 
affldavit in the case on behalf of Inslaw saying that private interests had 
hired him in the early 1980s to modify the software for Canadian dlstributic 
151036 private interests, he told me, represented tentacles of the urxlergrcur 
cabal that made its home on an Indian reservation juso north of Mexicali. - 
the affidavit, Danger Man said he was called in February by a forme. Just^-v. 
Department official and warned against cooperating with an investigation in: 


the case by the House Judiciary Committee. 

He added that the fanner Justice official told htai that If he ta_.-^ 
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Late Friday evening on March 29, on the Key peninsxila off Puget 
Sound, Danger Man was arrested for distribution of methanphetamine. 

I arrived in Snohomish County two days later on March 31* This 
is ponderosa pine and giant fir country flanked by the Cascade Mountain 
range to the east. Port Gardner Bay and the Olympic Mountains to the west 
with the Snohomish River snaking through the north end of the city of 
Everett, the county seat. 

By late evening, I had been to the jail a number of times and each 
time Danger Man was refused visitors on the orders of the U.S. Marshall in 
Seattle. Still, Danger Man was able to find me at a nearby motel and call 
several times f^m the jail with cryptic directions for the retrieval of the 
tape, his expected movement the following day to a federal magistrate in 
Tacoma and more details about how dangerous he was becoming to the enterprise 

That enterprise moved drugs, guns aril money to the ever changing 
temples of power in different parts of the world, the geography changing wir: 
the political climate unless the political climate could be changed to suit 
the enterprise, according to Danger Man, two other "agents of influence, ct., 
a former Israeli agent. 

But no one is supposed to talk about it and Danger Man told me aga_. 
of his best friend Paul who had been murdered in San Francisco almost ten ye. 
earlier. "Paul was the best there was as a money mover. Ihe access codes r. 
maneuvered were offshore accounts amounting to over a billion dollars," Darg 
Man said. "They don't play around. You're Just found dead one day. 

Traveling to Tacoma with Danger Man's lawyer, I saw seals basking ir 
the only shaft of sun I had seen so far in the Northwest - fat with their : 
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allegations, some dccumentable , and the tape that both of us had be_n p 





"Michael sure called this one," the lawyer:* said. 

We arrived in Tacona Just before the 3 P*M. hearing. Danger 
Man filled the courtroom with his presence. Under six feet tall, he was 
Itmense in fi*ame but agile and graceful in movement like some giant white 
rabbit or perhaps some hybrid fugitive creature related to a fox. 

A former Air America pilot who says he may know Danger M^ under 
a name other than Michael Riconosciuto says "He was called 'the Fat tfen' in 
Asia.” Richard Bremeke won't even talk about Danger Man over the telephone. 
(Brenneke's claims throu^ the years regarding his role in an "October Suprise 
plot to delay American hostages in Iran until after the 1980 election have be- 
bouncing around for some time.) 

Ihe hearing before a federal magistrate in Tacoma concerned bail for 
Danger Man which was refused. While the complaint charged an isolated incicer 
of distributing drugs on March 29 » there were four other dates mentioned in 
which confidential informants with audio and video recor d i n gs were used as 
well. 

The next day — April 2 — I was driven from Gig Harbor to a patch 
of bog in the peninsula on the reaches of Puget Sound. Tils is where, I v/as 
told. Danger Man had thrown a copy of the tape from a car on the nigat of 
his arrest. I waa driven up into the hills on the peninsula. Here the high 
pine trees, mostly wolf pine, and the red cedar stay in the rain shadow. The 
ground is mostly scrubland and skunk cabbage heavy with the scent of wild her:: 
and flowejTs especially in the pouring rain. Many of the people live in huts , 
some attached to mobile homes, in the backwater of the peninsula. The first

a wlde-brlJTTned leather hat. He came out of his hut talking In staccato rhyth-" 
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and reciting broken poetry* He appeared soroevihere between 60 and 70 years 
of age. "Can you cry?" he asked me. "Ihen prepare to shed a tear and shed 
them now," he said. He hardly paused on the hillside in the pouring rain 
before advising that "The fault is not in the stars . Ihe fault is in our- 
selves . " 

When he stopped talking, he started singing and finally I was able to 
ask if he had a tape for me. 

r/ty- driver said "No. He doesn't have the tape. We Just wanted you to 

meet some of Michael's old friends," 

Sitting side by side under a tarp, the bearded old Swede took me on 
a compulsory guided tour of Danger Man from the time he was a child winning 
science fairs to now. Prior to working with the Nobel laureate at Stanford's 
Physics Lab at 16 and 17 years of age, he had supposedly already distinguishe 
himself in mining, sonar, lasers and communications . Much of that I had hear 
before. Nobel Laureate Dr. Arthur Schalow, in a lengthy interview months 
before, remembered Danger Man well. "You don't forget a l6 year old youngsoa 
who shows up with his own Argonne laser," Dr. Schalow had told me. There v;as 
an old article about Danger Man when he was 10 years old after he strung up 
an alternative telephone service in his nei^borhood. 

The old Swede, Danger Man’s father and ny driver wanted to make it 
very clear that this was a person who made very powerful people take notice 
of him when he was a boy. But why, I asked, would this group pursue him. 
Everyone, including Danger Man's father, would tell me "To control him." 

He had been running from that , I was told , since the mid-eighties when he 
left the Indian reservation. And now he was regarded as a rogue always pres

dating back to 1982 in which he described having "to present a periscoplc - 
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having been harassed through the years by brigades of law 
enforcement for^ one charge or another, I had even found an old letter of h- 
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to the public.” 

Uie rain did not let up as the old Swede danced in the brush. 

I watched a big Jack rabbit dart under and then away from, the old Swede s 
tarp before it Uinped troubling and hidden in the grass. While some creature 
are bom to hunt, others are bom to flee. These are nature's fugitives, 

' and, like the fox, have a curious freedom in the masks they wear and access 
to obscure i*egions where no one will follow. Sometimes they have the protec - 
coloring of the hunter but that is the ruse of the fox. They learn that 
instinctively . 

By the end of the week I had trucked back and forth across Puget Sour 
by daylight and nightfall in an odyssey of pursmt for the tape. I would 
meet Danger Man in Jail and talk with him many times from the Kitsap County 

Jail to which he had been moved on the peninsula. 

I had also been placated, I presumed, with documents concerned mostl 
with weapons, fuel air axplosives, documents relating to Gerald Bull, assess _ 
the previous spring in Brussels, Caruos Garduen in Chile, mining papers, !<=., 
papers relating to scientific experiments with lasers, and letters regardir-g 
the return of that nysterious billion dollars which Danger Man said had come 
fVom the Nugan Hand bank in Australia. I had alr-eady seen some of these 
documents in the months before but now it looked as though the gumshoes frc~ 
the House Judiciary Committee would also see then. 

Two Capitol Hill investigators had arrived on my heels to Interview- 
Danger Man. By the e.nd of the week they had arrived In Seattle, had discus.: 
with the U.S. Attorney, and made arrangeme.nts to have Danger Man moved. 

"I'm screwed,” Danger Man said, "don't you see. These guys are my 
only hope. 
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But I’m screwed because they’ll try to show that the chemicals I use at the 



mine are precurscr ingredients to ziiaklng methanpfaetamirie ♦ ” The 

at one of his lahs Included, he said, chloracetone, sodium cianide, nitric

If I received the tape, the original, I was to give It to the 
Judiciary Cannittes investigators. Danger Mm said. I could make a copy 
for nyself, he added, to bring back to Washington, D.C. 

Hie nejct mrning. Danger Mhn was moved fran his cell on the Kitsap 
peninsula to Seattle where the Judiciary Ccnmittee investigators and their 
stenographer would be Interviewing him. I arrived in Seattle and met both 
investigatoirs . Despite their refusal to let me accaipany them on their 
intearview with Danger Jfen, reached an agreement to engage in dialogue back 
in the nation.*s capitbl. They spent all day with Danger Jfen and then, 

I learned, were provided documents from another repository which I had not seen 
from Bremerton, Washington at the southern tip of the inlet. Having arrived 
on the 3rd day of April, both Investigatoi^ left on the 6th. 

By that time, I had learned that federal agents had raided one of 
Dan^r Man's labs in the mountainous Pine Creek area west of Tonasket still 
niga with rain ana snowmelt as well as his place in Aberdeen, a coastal strio 
town ana still another lab or workplace in Anaheim, California. 

I had previously talked to a Denver businessman about Danger Jfen and 
nis elusiveness. "I watched Mike demcnstraua a new laser weapon he dod created, 
the Denver man said, "a want tliat blew whaoever he pointed it at straight up 
in the air. I Had called a number of high ranking military people ard Michael 
was scheduled to demonstrate this ne^v creation at Port Hoed, Texas. Whm the 
time came and we gathered at Fort Heed, Michael just didn't show. That's the 
way he ms then ard. I don't expect he's any different now." 
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Die beginning of spring always has its moody, bad tempered transltlcr 
but with the tape never emerging, I was more than a little frustrated and 
more than doubtful in the tape’s existence. 

hope, for your sake. I’m wrong,” I told him when he was back in 

the Jail at Kitsap County. 

He was unhappy I was leaving. I could sense his feelings grow mute 
in esfrharassment , everything in him withdrew, a silence arose. I was going 
to be indulgent with whatever he said which I knew would still leave both 
of us empty handed;- for ultimately, and precisely in the deepest and most 
lnportaiit matters, especially if he was telling the truth, he was unspeakabj- 
alone. 

I re-tumed home the next day .

Dear Attorney General Reno: 

During the meeting that Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton, Mr. Charles Work, and I had wiA you 
on June 11, 1993, 1 requested that you seek the appointment of an Independent Counsd in the 
INSLAW case as soon as the statute was reenact^. You invited us to approach you again on 
the subject after the statute was renewed. Now that this has happened, I am voting to request 
that you exercise your authority under 28 U.S.C. § 591(c) to commence formally a preliminary 
investigation into the INSLAW niatter and, upon a finding of reasonable grounds to believe that 
further investigation is warranted, to apply for the "appointment of an Independent Counsel 
pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 592. The Independent Counsel statute clearly contemplates the 
commencement of a preliminary investigation in a situation whose unique circumstances create 
an inescapable tension between two necessary Department of Justice functiwis and demand the 
conclusion that an investigation or prosecution by the Department of Justice "may result in a 
personal, financial, or political conflict of interest." 28 U.S.C. $ 591(c). 

The Department’s conflict of interest was already apparent when, cm August 19, 1988, 
I wrote Attorney General Thornburgh calling attention to the emphasis placed by the ^ate 
Permanent Subcommittee on Investigations on the potential in the INSLAW affair for criminal 
cases against Department of Justice officials. My letter also pointed out that INSLAW’s 
consequential damages claims were much larger than the judgment already rendered by the 
Bankruptcy Court. I then added: 

As I am sure you can readily see, the circumstances place the 
Depanment of Justice in a situation of irreconcilable conflict 
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between its responsibility to enforce the criminal laws of the 
United States and its interest in minimizing its dvil liability. The 
latter concern has thus for been dominant. Indeed, it has been 
manifested in the Department’s total lack of cooperation with the 
Senate Permanent Subcommittee on Investigations. 

Having heard nothing from Mr. Thornburgh for nearly a year, I wrote him on May 11, 
1989 again calling attention to the conflict of interest involving the Department of Justice. This 
conflict, I wrote, ’arises from the fact that the D^artment is defending itself against a dvil suit 
brought by INSLAW while at the same dme dealing with allegations of criminal conduct on the 
part of its own employees that would, if proven, destroy that very defense.” As I also pointed 
out, "the manner in which the Department has up to now responded to the situation makes it 
apparent that defense of the civil suit has been given priority over the criminal investigation.’ 

The same conflict of interest has manifested itself in many ways since 1989, notably in 
the onesidedness of the Bua Report and the neglect of important lines of investigation. One area 
in which the Departmental conflict of interest has from the outset been glaringly conspicuous 
embraces the situations in which the Department had a hand in attempts to put INSLAW out of 
business. INSLAW now has information pointing to the Department’s complicity in a 
conspiracy to incapacitate INSLAW from litigating the theft of PROMTS. This new information 
strongly reinforces the justification for the appointment of Independent Counsel dted in my 
letters to Mr. Thornburgh. It is summarized in the paragraphs that follow. 

In October, 1986, Leigh Ratiner, a partner at Dickstein, Shapiro and Morin who was 
serving as lead counsel for INSLAW’s litigation against the Justice Department, sq?arately 
informed me and Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton that he had just been fired from his partnership of ten 
years. Ratiner told us that the real but unstated reason for this sudden action was that he had 
included a reference to the negative bias against INSLAW of then Deputy Attorney General D. 
Lowell Jensen in the body of the Bankruptcy Court complaint. Jensen was a close personal 
friend of Attorney General Edwin Meese dating back to the 1960’s when they served together 
in the Alameda County District Attorney’s Office. Ratiner had reinserted a reference to Jraisen’s 
bias in the final version of the complaint at the insistence of Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton after the 
law firm had deleted all references to Jensen’s misconduct from an earlier draft. 

During the summer of 1987, in response to interrogatories fiom INSLAW’s new 
litigation counsel, the Justice Department acknowledged that Attorney General Meese had talked 
to Leonard Garment, a senior partner at Dickstein, Shapiro and Morin, at the time of the Ratiner 
firing in October, 1986. Garment had represented Meese in a 1984 Independent Counsel 
investigation whose potential relevance to the Justice Department’s theft of PROMTS is explained 
below. The Department additionally acknowledged that Garment told Meese that he had also 
recently discussed the INSLAW case with Deputy Attorney General Arnold Bums. 
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Neither INSLAW nor Ratiner was ever infonned by Garment about these discussions 
with Meese and Bums. Moreover, Dickstein, Shapiro and Morin has never responded to a 
written request from INSLAW’s new litigation counsel for an account of these discussions. 

In February, 1988, Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton wrote to the Criminal Division’s Public 
Integrity Section seeking a preliminary investigation pr^aialory to the appointment of an 
Independent Counsel in the INSLAW case. The Hamiltcms summarized information s«pp<wting 
the hypothesis that the Justice Department’s theft of PROMIS, recently found by the Ban^ptcy 
Court, was part of a larger fraudulent scheme pursuant to which Attorney General Meese would 
give the federal government’s PROMIS case management software business to another long-time 
friend, Earl W. Brian. One of the most serious allegations against Meese in the 1984 
Independent Counsel investigation was that he failed to disclose his family’s equity interest in 
two of Brian’s companies because he intended to influence the award of U.S. Government 
contracts to Brian. In their written submission, the Hamiltons noted Garment’s ^^parent dual 
role in the firing of Ratiner and in the earlier defense of Meese in the investigation of his 
undisclosed business ties to Brian. 

The Criminal Division declined to interview Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton, the complaining 
witnesses. Notwithstanding that fact, the Criminal Division wrote to INSLAW in May, 1988 
that the appointment of an Independent Counsel was *not warranted.* 

During the interval between the Hamiltons’ submission and the Criminal Division’s 
declination, Garment was quoted in the press as disputing Meese’s recollection of their October, 
1986, conversation. According to Garment, the conversation was about a foreign pcdicy problem 
relating to Israel, not about INSLAW Barron’s. April 4, 1988). At approximately the same 
time, another reporter told Mr. Hamilton that Garment had disclosed to him that the October, 
1986 discussion with Meese was about a 'back channel effort to resolve a foreign policy issue 
within the jurisdiction of DOJ and in connection with a trip abroad, Israel — Pollard,* according 
to Mr. Hamilton’s contemporaneous, handwritten notes. According to Seymour Hersh’s book. 
The Sampson Option. Garment had been retained by the Government of Israel earlier that year 
to rq)resent an Israeli Air Force Colonel who was an accomplice of Jcaiathan Pollard in Israeli 
espionage against the United States. 

A little more than a year after the Criminal Division sent its letter declining to seek an 
Independent Counsel, the Senate Permanent Investigations Subcommittee issued a staff r^rt 
that shed new light on the firing of Ratiner. The Staff Report said that former Deputy Attorney 
General Burns admitted having had his own meeting on INSLAW with Garment in October, 
1986 at which Burns criticized the litigation strategy that Ratiner was then pursuing against the 
Justice Department and indicated that a change in this strategy could lead to a n^otiated 
settlement. The same repon also said that Garment participated in a meeting of the law firm’s 
Senior Policy Committee at which the decision to fire Ratiner was made. 
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Bums had earlier made substantially the same kind of proposal in writing directly to 
Katiner. In a letter dated August 29, 1986, Bums had suggested that INSLAW’s other contract 
disputes could be resolved very quickly once Ratiner persuaded INSLAW to abandon its claim 
for PROMIS license fees. Moreover, soon after firing Ratiner, the law firm effectively adoftH 
Bums’ proposed settlement strategy. In a letter to Mr. Hamilton dated January 15, 1987, it gave 
INSLAW an ultimatum either to abandon its claim for PROMIS license fees or to find new 
litigation counsel. It also demanded immediate authority to meet privately with the Justice 
Department to negotiate a settlement of DJSLAW’s other contract disputes. The implied 
that the firm already had knowledge of the Justice Department’s negotiation posture on INSLAW 
and was confident that it could obtain at least SI, 000,000 from the Justice Dqiaitment on 
account of INSLAW’s other contract disputes, which then totalled just under $2,000,000. 

Profits of Wflr , a book about the collaboration between Israel and the Reagan and Bush 
Administrations on covert intelligence operations, written by former Israeli intelligence officer, 
An Ben Menashe, and published in 1992, contains the following statement: 

A few weeks before Ratiner’s dismissal I had seen a cable that 
came in to the Joint Committee from the United States. It 
requested that a $600,000 transfer from the ClA-Isiaeli slush fund 
be made to Earl Brian’s firm, Hadron. The money, the cable said, 
was to be transferred by Brian to Leonard Garment’s law firm, 

Dickstein and Shapiro, to be used to get one of the INSLAW 
lawyers, Leigh Ratiner, off the case. Ratiner, it seems, was 
removed for doing too good a job for INSLAW. 

INSLAW has obtained independent corroboration of Ben Menashe’ s allegation. On 
December 16, 1993, 1 gave Assistant Associate Attorney General John Dwyer a copy of a letter 
addressed to me by counsel for a former employee of Dickstein, Shapiro and Morin staling that 
the former employee has first-hand knowledge of the truthfulness of key aspects of Ben 
Menashe’s published allegation. At the same meeting, Mr. Work told Mr. Dwyer that a former 
partner at Dickstein, Shapiro and Morin had recently disclosed to wie of Mr. Work’s partners 
that the money to finance Ratiner’s severance had come to the law firm from Israel through Earl 
Brian at Hadron, Inc. 

Mr. Dwyer interviewed the former employee in Fd>ruary, 1994. In this interview, the 
laner reportedly confirmed the receipt at Dickstein, Shapiro and Morin of a lump-sum payment 
from a client in the approximate amount and at the approximate time claimed by Ben Menashe. 
Moreover, according to the former employee, the funds from this payment were spedficaliy 
segregated by the law firm to finance the next five years of severance payments to Ratiner. This 
former employee also told Mr. Dwyer where he could find additional corroborative testimonial 
and documentary evidence on the matter. 
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Although INSLAW did hot know the name of the fonner Dickstein, Shapiro and Morin 
partner at the December, 1993 meeting with Mr. Dwyer, Mr. Dwyer later managed to identify 
and contact the former partner. An attorney for this former partner subsequently met with Mr. , 

Dwyer and told him that the former partner could not voluntarily answer Mr. Dwyer’s questions 
because he and other lawyers and paralegals at Dickstein, Shapiro and Morin had been obliged 
to sign agreements promising never voluntarily to disclose what they knew about the 
circumstances of Katiner’s departure. Although we are told that Mr. Dwyer never sought a copy 
of the agreement fix>m the former partner or his counsel, he did ask the former partner to 
discontinue his communications with INSLAW on the subject. 

It thus appears that Ratiner’s draft complaint and Israeli espionage were not two unrelated 
subjects but two aspects of the same subject. Both aspects, moreover, implicate the Department 
in an effort to deprive INSLAW of counsel for the conduct of its litigation arising ftt>m the 
Department’s theft of PROMIS. That this is what happened is strongly corroborated by the 
circumstance that the same Israeli intelligence official, Rafi Eitan, was a central player in both 
of the scandals that were then simultaneously unfolding — the Pollard espionage case and the 
INSLAW affair. Rafi Eitan’ s role as Pollard’s Israeli spymaster became publicly known in 
1986. Rafi Eitan’s role as an apparent accomplice of U.S. Justice Department officials in the 
1983 theft of PROMIS from INSLAW did not become publicly Imown until 1993. As of 
October, 1986, however, it would surely have been known at least by Garment’s official Israeli 
client and by the U.S. Department of Justice. 

With the aid of a photographic line-up, INSLAW discovered in 1993 that Rafi Eitan was 
the Israeli Government official whom the U.S. Justice Department sent to INSLAW for a 
demonstration and briefing on the proprietary version of PROMIS ten years earlier, in February, 

1983. He represented himself, however, as being Dr. Josqih Ben Or, a visiting Israeli 
prosecutor. In May, 1983, the Justice Department secretly turned over a copy of PROMIS to 
an Israeli Government official, according to the September 1992 Investigative Rq»rt by the 'x ^ 
House Judiciary Committee. During the interval between Rafi Eitan’s visit to INSLAW and the L . 
secret conveyance of PROMIS to Israel occurred the Department’s theft "through trickery, fraud / 
and deceit," of the very same version of PROMIS that INSLAW demonstrated to Rafi Eitan. 

There may, however, be an additional explanation for the differing accounts of the 
October, 1986 meetings. Much of Pollard’s espionage for Israel took place through Pollard’s 
use of computer terminals located in his U.S. Navy intelligence office to gain remote access, via 
encrypted telecommunications, to computerized databases of U.S. intelligence agotcies. In at 
least 1984 and 1985, according to The Sampson Option, a recently-published book on Isiad’s 
nuclear warfare capability, by Seymour Hersh, Israel’s principd espionage assignment for 
Pollard was to determine what information about Israel’s nuclear warfare capabilities and plans 
was contained in U.S. intelligence agencies’ computerized files. Hersh says that Israel’s lole 
in nuclear proliferation had become one of the foremost concerns of the two principal U.S. 
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intfiUigence agencies on the nuclear proliferation problem. Both of these agencies, the Los 
Alamos National Laboratory and the Sandia National Laboratory, Ha ppen to be in New 
Mexico, a feet whose potential significance is explained below. 

The sale in New Mexico by an alleged Israeli intelligence agent of computer software 
which, according to a government response to INSLAW, may be PROMIS, triggered an FBI 
counterintelligence investigation in early 1984. INSLAW learned about this investigation in 
January, 1994 when it obtairred 18 pages of highly classified, but heavily redacted documents 
from the FBI in response to a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request about the invt^vement 
of the late British publisher Robert Maxwell in the ‘dissemination, marketing or sale of 
computer software systems, including but not limited to the PROMIS computer software product 
between 1983 and 1992." A long-time agent for Israeli intelligence, Maxwell had on at least 
one occasion, according to The Sampson Option, played an important role in helping Israeli 
intelligence prevent disclosures about Israel’s nuclear c^»bility. Profits of War adds that several 
Maxwell-controlled corporations also served as cutouts for various Allied intelligence agencies, 
including both U.S. ^d Israeli intelligence agencies, in the sale of stolen copies of PROMIS to 
foreign intelligence agencies. 

Numerous INSLAW sources claim that the objective of such sales was twofold: first, 
to induce the target foreign intelligence agencies to maintain their secret intelligence files on 
computers through the use of the PROMIS software, and, second, to structure the PROMIS 
implementations in such a way as to make the computerized intelligence files vulnerable to 
penetration by Allied intelligence. 

The plausibility of Los Alamos and Sandia using PROMIS to manage their intelligaice 
files is strengthened by the claims of numerous witnesses that stolen copies of PROMIS have 
become the de facto standard database management software systems for U.S. intelligence 
agencies, and by the official U.S. Government acknowledgement that both the CIA and the NSA 
are using identical software to track their intelligence information and that the software in 
question is called PROMIS. 

According to the few readable portions of the FBI documents, Maxwell conducted bis 
business in New Mexico through one of his publishing companies, Pergamon International 
Later, two of the senior computer systems executives in the Mecse Justice Department took 
positions with another Maxwell publishing company, a tiny start-up in McLean, Virginia, known 
as Pergamon-Brassey’s International Defense Publishers, Inc. At least one of these officials, 
George Vaveiis, had been substantially involved with the Justice Dq»rtment’s use of the 
PROMIS software. 

Last week, The Daily Mirror, the flagship of Maxwell’s newqaper empire, issued a 
public apology to Seymour Hersh for having earlier accused Hersh of libel in regard to 
statements in The Sampson Option about Maxwell and The Daily Mirror, Hersh had linked 
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had helped Maxwell and Israeli inteUigence Iddn^ and return to Israel an Israeli nuclear 
technician who was planning to disclose information to London new^apers about Israel’s nuclear 
a>arfare capabilities. According to an article in The New York Times on August 19, 1994, The 
Daily Mirror recently settled libel litigation with Hersh by publicly admitting that Hersb had 
been "fully justified in writing what he did" and by paying Hersh an undisclosed amount of 
financial damages. 

Although Assistant Associate Attorney General Dwyer assured me in writing that the 
unreadable portions of the FBI documents on Maxwell’s New Mexico software sale do not 
include references to PROMIS, Mr. Dwyer also acknowledged that he does not have a Senutive 
Compaitmented Information (SCI) security clearance. Such a clearance would appear to be a 
prerequisite to addressing authoritatively the question of whether the U.S. Government learned 
of a sale of PROMIS by Maxwell to two U.S. intelligence agencies in New Mexico. 

The record of the Justice Department’s failure to conduct a fair and thorough 
investigation of the wrongdoing against INSLAW, when evaluated against the backdrop of the 
Department’s collusion in the firing of INSLAW’s litigation counsel, virtually compels the 
decision that the Department should recuse itself from any further role in the criminal 
investigation of the INSLAW affair. 

In making your determination on whether to seek appointment of an Independent 
Counsel, I am sure that you will also wish to consider the following account of possible Justice 
Department obstruction in 1994 of a federal criminal investigation related to the INSLAW case. 
It is an investigation that focuses on Peter Videnieks, one of the key Justice Department players 
in the conspiracy. As the Justice Department’s Contracting Officer on the INSLAW contract, 
Videnieks wrongfully withheld about $2 million due INSLAW. 

The investigation referred to above is one that the U.S. Customs Service has been 
conducting for the past two years. The Customs Service Interna] Affairs investigation is focused 
on the question of whether Videnieks, who now heads one of the service’s procurement 
divisions, committed perjury in denying under oath any knowledge of or rdalicmship with 
several others from the private sector who appear to have played roles in the INSLAW affrur: 
Earl W. Brian, Dominick Laiti, or Michael Riconosciuto. The Customs Service investigators 
have taken sworn statements from a number of individuals across the country, some of whom 
are in contact with INSLAW. Based on these contacts, INSLAW is aware that at least several 
witnesses have made detailed statements under oath that contradict Videnieks’ own sworn 
statements. 

INSLAW has also received information from a confidential source that the Customs 
Service investigators made a written request to Mr. Dwyer for federal grand jury support for 
their ongoing federal criminal investigation. The request was backed up by a memorandum 
summarizing the evidence they had been able to obtain without benefit of a grand jury. Mr. 
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Dwyer not only refused their request for access to a federal grand jury but also reiiised to allow 
them to examine the record of sworn testimony before the Bua grand jury for posuble 
discr^iancies with other sworn statements by the same witnesses. 

I attempted to determine whether the r^rt is accurate in the course of a recent meeting 
with the Customs Service investigators, but they explained that Customs Service pcdicy precluded 
them from either confirming or denying such a repoit. I gave them a recent affidavit from 
William R. Turner, who was an associate of Danny Casolaro. As you may Imow, Casolaro, an 
investigative journalist, was found dead in Maitinsburg, West Virginia where he had gone for 
a final, follow-up meeting with sources on the INSLAW case. Turner claims that Casolaro told 
him the afternoon before his death that he planned to meet in Mardnsburg later that evening with 
several individuals, including Peter Videnieks and a U.S. Army covert intelligence operative. 
Casolaro planned, Turner says, to show Videnieks and the Army inteUigoice operative copies 
of highly classified intelligence documentation from NSA on wire transfers of money from 
illegal sales of PROMIS to offshore bank accounts belonging to Videnieks, the Army intelligmcc 
operative, and others. Casolaro had also told Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton of his preparations, in 
what turned out to be the final days of his life, for a meeting with Videnieks and the same covert 
U.S. Army intelligence operative. 

Chairman Jack Brooks of the House Judiciary Committee eloquently described the need 
for the appointment of an Indq^endent Counsel in the INSLAW case two years ago next month: 

Indeed if we are to have even-handed, fair-minded justice, then the 
agents of justice must submit to independent and neutral scrutiny 
for their wrongful actions, as every citizen must. And that is not 
a clever concept, that is a fundamental premise of this R^ubllc. 

The Justice Department’s failure to enforce the federal criminal laws in the INSLAW 
affair has been matched by its equally persistent refusal to render ori^nary civil justice to 
INSLAW. Deputy Attorney General Bums, in effect, linked any possible payment to INSLAW 
of amounts wrongfully withheld to INSLAW’s willingness to accede to the theft of the 
proprietary version of PROlvlIS. Later, after INSLAW had proven the Justice Dq)artment’s 
theft in court. Attorney General Thornburgh deferred any decision on payment for the software 
or services pending the outcome of the Justice Depariment’s repeated appeals. Tbombuxgh 
simultaneously stonewalled the House Judiciary Committee’s investigation. Attorney General 
Barr later deferred any decision on paying INSLAW for the software and services pending the 
outcome of the investigation that Special Counsel Bua was conducting under Barr’s direction. 
Originally slated as a 120-day investigation, it dragged on for 17 months and never even 
addressed INSLAW’s civil claims. 

On the eve of your own confirmation as Attorney General, the outgoing Acting Attorney 
General met with a member of the Senate Judiciary Committee who had been questioning you 
about the INSLAW case during the confirmation hearings. As Mr. Work recently learned from 
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the Senator, Acting Attorney General Stuart Gerson confirmed to him that the Justice 
Department owes INSLAW money. But 17 months into your tenure as Attorney General, the 
Justice Department still has not paid INSLAW for the undisputed, decade-long use of the 
proprietary version of PROKIIS in the 40-plus largest U.S. Attorneys’ offices or for the services 
payments wrongfully withheld by Videnieks. 

In his first State of the Union message President Abraham Lincoln said this: 

It is as much the duty of Government to render 
prompt justice against itself in favor of citizens, 
as it is to administer the same between individuals.

The mysterious death Saturday of 
a Fairfax man working on a book 
dealing in part with the scandal- 
plagued Bank of Credit and Com- 
merce International has prompted 
inquiries from the FBI, DE^A and the 
House Judiciary Committee. 

The death of Daniel Casolaro 
came just one day after he received 
the latest in a series of anonymous 
death threats. Mr. Casolaro. 44, was 
a freelance writer and f ormer co m- 
puter newsletter editor. 

■^r. Casolaro’s bod^ was discov- 
ered in a bathtub at the Martins- 
burg, W.Va., Sheraton hotel, an gr- 
tery in his up per arm^vere dby a 
brokchlieer bdtiie. Maitinsburg po- 
li^,wh6declir?ed to comment on the 
case yesterday, initially ruled the 
death a suicide. 

But questions raised by his 
brother, Fairfax surgeon Dr. An- 
thony Casolaro, have led police to 
reopen their investigation. 

Dr. Casolaro said yesterday his 
brother told him five days before his 
death that he had been threatened by 
‘ anonymous callers and warned to 
end his investigation into an alleged 
criminal conspiracy involving politi- 
cal leaders and arms and drug deal- 
ers. 

The doctor also said his brother 
I told a colleague that he was close to 
putting the conspiracy together and 
was going to meet someone with 
criti<^ information. Dr Casolaro 
said, however, be did not know where 
the meeting was to be held or who 
would be there. 

Mr. Casolaro's housekeeper, Olga 
Mokros, said yesterday evening she 
received a telephone call on Friday 
from an unidentified man who told 
her to tell her employer: “You’re a 
son-of-a-bitch. You’re dead" It was 
one of several .similar calls she said 
she had feceived over the past few 

“There wer^ a lot of calls, and I 
told Mr. Casolaro about them” she 
said. ** He always told me not to worry 
about them.” 

The Martinsburg Police Depart- 
ment's decision to re-open the case 
was accompanied by teto^one. in- 
Quiri es from the FBI, US. Drug En- 
foree jnent Admini^ ranoneuuMhe 
Hous^ ju diciary ^omm iqee. Dr. 
Casolaro said. 

“1 can tell you that the case has 
been re-opened and that the FBI. the 


DBA and the House Judiciary Com- 
miiiec called and asked several 
questions,” he said. “But they also 
asked me not to say anything about 
the calls.” 

FBI, DEA and House Judiciary 
Committee spokesmen were not 
available last night for comment. An 
FBI official in Martinsburg said he 
was aware of the death, but that the 
bu reau a s of late afternoon yester- 
day was “not i nvolved at this time ” 

At his request. DrCasolaro^d, 
police moved the body to the Univer- 
sity of West Virginia in Morgantown, 
where an autopsy is scheduled for 
today or tomorrow. 

Dr. Casolaro said that part of his 
brother’s research on the book in 
volved 1|C^ which is now the s b- 
ject of an international investigi’ 
tion, and an alleged-£onspir< cy 
involving the ihef t bY highdcanku g 
former Justice Elepartment officials 
of a computer sof tware program de- 
veloped by Inslaw. Inc., a Wash- 
ington-based firm, 

“He had been working on the proj- 
ect for 18 months and believed that 
a giant criminal conspiracy existed, 
which be called the Octopus,” said 
Dr, Casolaro. “I believe he was close 
to putting it all together.”

Sq why isn't everybody happy? *'h‘$ just com- 
mon .sense," says DuUerwonh.

to 45 percent.) 

"The irony." says former tribal attorney 
Stephen Whi'.dcn, "was that in 1982 the Supreme 
Court ruled on SeminoUs v. Butlernvrth and for 
all practical purposes ended the risk. So now the 
government would be willing to loan the money 
or guarantee the loans, but the money’s not there 
. because the .tew administration cut those pro- 
grams.” 

The "private sector" has been dciiglited to fill 
the void. Investors have formed ad hoc bingo 
management firms (which dissolve and reappear 
with astonishing speed) and are scouring Indian 
country for receptive tribes. The bingo brokers 
put up the money In exchange for about a 40 per- 
cent interest for anywhere from 7 to 20 years. 

■ Some of the people showing up on manage- 
ment contracts have given local law authorities 
pause becau.se of their former connections with 
reputed mob figures. Two of the five general part- 
ners who started Seminole bingo, for example, 
were once co-stockholders in a Miami hotel with 
the late Meyer Lansky, Tvo principals of New 
England Entertainment Co., which originally 
managed the Shakopcc Mdewakamon Sioux hall, 
between them had felony convictions ranging 
from consjoiracy to defraud the government to 

• to forging Treasury checks. In South Florida, two 
convicted felons registered a new bingo manage- 
ment company with the Securities and E.xchange 
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Commission, but couldn’t get u. , 'writing, 

Wltilc neither local officials^ nor the r81 liave 
proven links to organized crime In these cases, 
the aroma of corruption persists. 

Former Seminole attorney Whilden, who is 
now something of a bingo mogul, says he can’t 
dispute that large amounts of cash tend to attract 
people who want to steal it, "That explains why 
people rob banks Instead of Christian Science 
Reading Rooms,” he smirks. "Butterworth’s 
answer was to throw the baby out with the bath- 
water— let’s have no money on the reservation 
and then organized crime won’t want to go on 
the reservation.’ The reservation said, don't ‘ 
like that solution* The Indians’ attitude is, ‘we’ve 
never been rich, but we think rich would be 
better.”’ 

G-man inertia 

While guilt in South Florida exists rnainly by 
association, at another iaming tribe, the . 
Cabazon Band of Mission Indians in California, 
the Issue is more dear-cut. The victims, moreover, 
have been the Indians themselves.' 

In late June 1981, tribe member Alfred Alvarez 
and two friends were killed execution style, one 
bullet to each head, shortly after Alvarez started 
publicly accusing the Cabazons’ bingo manage- 
ment company of wrongdoing. Alvarez had been 
vice chairman and security chief for the tribe and 
loyal to the Cabazons’ white buslnc.s.s adviser, 
Jo hn Philip Nlchols . One month before his death, 
Alvarez gave a series of interviews to the local 
Indio Daily News, chargingj^ichols with skim- 
ming moncyjrom Jh^bihgd hal^ 

Alvarez told the paper "thy life 1$ on the line." 
"He began to call me at night,’* says his sister, 
Linda Streeter, who had opposed Nichols, “and 
tell me that, unfortunately, I probably was right. 
He had started digging Into the paperwork in the 
office at night, and he was finding very unusual 
things to do with coal^deais from Kentucky and 
gold deals from foreign countries.’*
